Anderson was one of more than 350 volun- 
teers working in Manhattan yesterday as part 
of Martin Luther King, Jr. Day of Service, 
sponsored by HandsOn Kansas State. 

"It's part of a national movement," said 
Lynda Bachelor, project coordinator with the 
School of Leadership Studies. "We are able 
to mobilize K-State students and community 
members to come together and work in the 
community." 

The number of volunteers increased from 
just under 200 last year, Bachelor said. She 
credits the increase with the online preregis- 
tration process.

Beef checkoff 
program 
targets digital 
consumers

The beef industry is going high-tech. 
The beef checkoff program, estab- 
lished as part of the Food Security Act of 
1985, is going digital to appeal to a newer 
and younger generation of cattle farmers. 

The program promotes educated de- 
cisions for investing producers' and im- 
porters' money into effective programs, 
according to beefboard.org. 

The Cattlemen's Beef Board, a federal 
organization, and the United States De- 
partment of Agriculture oversee the col- 
lection and spending of checkoff funds. 
The program is paid for by beef sales. For 
every head of cattle that goes through the 
sale barn, one dollar is taken and put to- 
ward the program. 

Melissa Slagle, media manager of the 
Cattlemen's Beef Board in Centennial, 
Colo., said that she has watched the beef 
industry grow and promote itself more 
through the program. 

Geographic targeting has allowed the 
checkoff program to focus on consumers, 
and target those who are most likely to 
have the best effect on beef demand. 

"Consumers are changing so much 
these days," Slagle said. "When consum- 
ers are at the store, they're standing in 
front of a meat case with their cell phone 
and they're looking up new recipes on 
their phone. We are now able to reach 
those consumers. The kick-off to this new 
digital campaign begins with a data-cen- 
tered approach focused on consumers ac- 
cording to their buying trends in their area 
of living." 

The beef checkoff program, like many 
other organizations, acknowledges that 
social media is one of the fastest growing 
forms of communication. Today's gen- 
eration of ranchers is also more likely to 
share their experiences widely, especially 
through online social networks, Slagle 
said. 

"We need to reach these people via 
social media, Facebook, YouTube, that's 
where they're getting their information 
and making their purchasing decisions," 
Slagle said. 

The shift to approved digital consumer 
advertising for the "Beef. It's What's for 
Dinner" campaign is underway. The goal 
now is to drive the important and growing 
millennial generation toward beef. 

While some producers express mixed 
opinions about the idea of the program 
going completely digital, many produc- 
ers agree that it is useful and serves the 
American beef producer to the best of its 
ability. 

The Shive cattle family in Mount 
Hope, Kan., has been a supporter of the 
checkoff program since it started. They 
continue to support the program through 
the digital change. 

"The beef checkoff is valuable to all 
ranchers because, no matter the size of 
your cattle herd, we all have to market 
our product to some portion of the popu- 
lation," said Eric Shive, a member of the 
family cattle operation. "Likewise, going 
digital has unlimited potential from an- 
ti-theft to reproduction and record keep- 
ing."

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K-State faces tough 
road test in Austin

The No. 22 Kansas State Wildcats will 
look to improve their 14-4 (4-1) record as 
they battle the Texas Longhorns on today 
in Austin, Texas. K-State has won four of 
their last five games in Austin, and leads 
the series 16-10. 

Every game is vital for both the Long- 
horns and the Wildcats as they move deep- 
er into conference play. The Big 12 cur- 
rently has six teams ranked in the Top 25 . 

The Longhorns are coming off of an up- 
set win over Iowa State, who were ranked 
No. 8 in the country before the game. Tex- 
as is still unranked, but have the same 14-4 
record as K-State. They have endured two 
conference losses, at home to the Oklaho- 
ma Sooners and on the road against the 
Oklahoma State Cowboys. 

When it comes to rebounding, few do 
it better than the Longhorns. They are 
eighth in the country with 41.9 rebounds 
per game. Texas sophomore center Camer- 
on Ridley is the team's leading rebounder 
with 7.6 boards per contest. Ridley is not 
an incredibly tall player at 6 feet 5 inch- 
es, so his rebounds come from effort. That 
bodes well for K-State, as they have strug- 
gled with tall players this season. 

Going along with their strong perfor- 
mance on the glass, the Longhorns are also 
good at getting the ball into the net. With 



an average of 78 points per game, Texas 
ranks in the top 50 in the country in points 
per game. Four different Longhorns av- 
erage more than 10 points per game, giv- 
ing them a well balanced offense. Their 
leading scorer is junior forward Jonathan 
Holmes, who averages 13.1 points per 
game and could cause fits for the under- 
sized Wildcats. Texas' biggest weakness 
is their defense, allowing 71.5 points per 
game, which ranks 217th in the country. 

K-State 's formula for winning is always 
as simple as playing great defense and be- 
ing efficient offensively. The Wildcats 
come into this game with statistically the 
11th best defense in the NCAA. They have 
been smothering teams all season. 

The Wildcats were offensively chal- 
lenged early in the season, but have found 
scoring in many places as of late. Fresh- 
man guard Jevon Thomas has distributed 
the ball well in his first few games. While 
Thomas doesn't deliver the points himself, 
he directs the ball between the scorers and 
helps the offense run smoother. 

Senior guard Shane Southwell has 14 
points per game since Thomas became eli- 
gible. That number is up from the 9.9 points 
per game he averaged without Thomas. Ju- 
nior forward Thomas Gipson and freshman 
guard Marcus Foster both continue to score 
well for the Wildcats since the Foster burst 
on to the scene. 

This Big 12 matchup between K-State 
and Texas will take place at 6 p.m. on 
ESPN 2.

Over the weekend, 
the Kansas State football 
coaching staff continued 
to add to their impressive 
2014 recruiting class with 
the addition of 4- star 
defensive tackle Terrell 
Clinkscales. The highly 
touted junior college 
lineman had originally 
committed to former 
K-State rival Nebraska, 
but in the end said he felt 
like K-State was the best 
place for him. 



"I feel like the vibe 
with Nebraska was like,

Clinkscales said to rivals, 
com. "I feel like Nebraska 
was not taking the steps 
to make sure I'm good.

Clinkscales is the 
second Dodge City Com- 
munity College prospect 
to commit to the Wildcats, 
joining fellow Conquis- 
tador Danzel McDaniel. 
Clinkscales' offers list 
included schools like Ala- 
bama, Auburn and Miami. 

According to ESPN 
Recruiting Nation, the 
Wildcats now have com- 
mitments from four of 



the top 50 junior college 
prospects in the country. 

Yesterday, the Wildcats 
landed another highly 
touted junior college 
recruit in offensive tackle 
Dominique Robertson. 
With the loss of both Cor- 
nelius Lucas and Tavon 
Rooks at the tackle spots, 
offensive tackle was a 
crucial area for the Wild- 
cats on the recruiting trail. 
Along with Luke Hayes 
from Butler Community 
College, Robertson could 
be just what K-State need- 
ed to fill those absences in 
the offensive line. 

The Wildcats now have 
20 total commitments for 
their 2014 class. With 
national signing day just 
around the corner on 
Feb. 5, there is no doubt 
that there will be a lot of 
twists and turns in the 
world of recruiting.

Going beyond textbooks: preparing college students for the nonacademic side of life

There is a reason many 
people remember college as 
"the best years of your life." 
For four or so years, we escape 
from "real life," living instead 
where everyone is about our 
age, where life's challenges are 
finishing projects and studying 
for tests, and where a spring 
break is built in every March. 

Theoretically, we are also 
gaining the skills we will need 
to be employed and have a 
career after graduation. We do 
the projects, take the tests and 
get the diploma that says we 
are educated. But studies show 
that what employers are look- 
ing for most isn't being taught 
in class, and most of us aren't 
picking it up on our own. 

According to a 2013 study 
conducted by Workforce 
Solutions Group in St. Louis, 
a majority of job seekers are 
lacking "soft skills" such as 
critical thinking, creativity 
and problem solving. And it's 



becoming a problem. 

They ranked a lack of com- 
munication and interpersonal 
skills as the most common 
deficit in potential employees 
(59 percent), followed by a 
poor work ethic (56 percent), 
and lack of critical thinking 
and problem solving (54 
percent). "Creativity" was 
added to the list of lacking 
"soft skills" for the first time in 
2013 with a response of 45.7 
percent. 

A study conducted by staff- 
ing company Adecco found 
that 92 percent of company 
senior executives thought that 
job seekers lacked seriously 
necessary skills. Forty-four 
percent of the missing skills 
were "soft skills," while only 
22 percent were technical 
skills. Leadership (14 percent) 
and computer skills (12 per- 
cent) were also cited. 

There isn't one single cause 
to blame for this issue. Instead, 
it is the result of a generation 
surrounded and dependent on 
technology and instant grati- 
fication, an education system 
focused on test results and 
assessments, and a society that 
pulls everyone in a hundred 
directions at once. 
In the classroom, we become 
preoccupied with fulfilling the 
specific requirements to get 
the letter grade we desire. We 
walk around checking Twitter 
between classes. The need for

extensive problem solving is 
rare because things are so often 
already laid out for us. None 
of these things prepare us for 
a professional career where 
creativity, critical thinking and 
problem solving are vital. 

During my summer 
internship, I felt I was pretty 



well-equipped to handle the 
technical demands of my job. 
I was less prepared for other 
things, like the fact that I was 
allowed and encouraged to be 
creative. I needed quick and 
self-reliant problem solving 
skills. My co-workers were in 
the over-22-years-old category, 



and saw things differently. I 
adapted quickly, but it was an 
adjustment. These are elements 
that life before graduation 
doesn't always prepare us for, 
but that employers are looking 
for. 

Not all students go through 
college without picking up 



these skills, of course. There 
are education and extra-cur- 
ricular programs that excel at 
encouraging creativity and crit- 
ical thinking. Those who nat- 
urally excel at these skills, or 
who work hard to build them, 
have an advantage, according 
to the studies. But there are too 
many people that miss out on 
these opportunities. 

If our generation wants to 
become successful members 
of the work force, we aren't 
doing ourselves any favors 
by burying our faces in our 
smartphones and skating by 
on multiple-choice tests. We 
can't forget to think. We can't 
forget that we are intelligent, 
independent people who are 
capable of great things. We 
can't forget that sometimes the 
best things in life take work 
and time. 

College is great. Most of 
us have fewer worries than we 
will after "real life" begins. 
It's a time to have fun, figure 
out who we are and what we 
want to do, and how to do 
that thing. But we can't forget 
to remember to look beyond 
the multiple-choice tests and 
limestone-rimmed bubble of 
college to see what else we 
need to succeed after it pops.

Orlando Petty, freshman in 
computer engineering, went 
an entire month without his 
computer during winter break. 
To those who know Petty, this 
caused shock and awe. 

Petty is currently in the pro-
